The Community Chest idea, we 


feel, •temmed from a similar 
feeling 
In many communities 


acroM the land. Those cities and 
town* who have adopted the idea 
felt that the problem could be 
met by exhorting the citizenry to 
one great effort and allow them a 
year to recuperate. 
The Community Chest plan i 


certainly not a scheme to deprivi 
any worthwhile charity of money 
It's a regulatory measure and car 
ries with it the same consciousness 
of the poor, needy, disaster-strick 
«n, and tha fight against diseas 
as would the separate campaigns 
* • • 


It's no secret that some of the 


well-established national orgamza 
tions such as the Red Cross ant 
American Cancer Society shun 
Community Chest funds. In the 
current issue of the American 
Magazine appears an article, "Are 
Charity Drives Driving You Cra 
s.y?" in which the author outlines 
the problem and the opposition to 
Community or United Funds. 


Quoting one official of a na- 


tional agency: "We know we 
would get just a» nitirh money 
now If we joined the United 
Fund*. What we re afraid of, 
though, 
I* that these United 


Funds might grow powerful and 
•tart to dictate how much or how 
little each agency should receive. 
We don't want some autocratic 
board of director* In each town 
deciding what our need* are na- 
tionally."

The author quotes the case of 


Wmsion-Salem, N. C.: 


"After five years of coping with 


the problem (charity drives), the 
committee decided that only a 
United Fund would end the steady 
bairage of campaigns without in 
.luring philanthropy itself. As the 
Winston-Salem Sentinel stated, "The 
United Fund may not be the per 
feet answer to a pressing problem, 
but it is by far the best that has 
been found so far.'

Winston-Salem's United 


Fund In reflected in the results of 
the first two campaigns. 
The 


goal of the campaign for 1952 was 
$425,877. Contributions were $514, 
471. The campaign for 1953 had 
a coal of $464,486. but the people 
contributed $526,000."

Egypt Gripped 
In New Crisis 


Military Government 
Drops Election Plan 


CAIRO, Egypt Iff)—Egypt's military government announced tonight 


that all previous decisions to conduct constituent assembly elections 
and abolish the ruling revolution council in July have been cancelled. 


The announcement, whihc assur- 


ed continuation of Egypt's military 
regime despite the opposition of 
President Mohamed Naguib, came 
after two days of heated conflict 
in the cabinet and revolution coun- 
cil while Cairo surged with anti- 
Naguib demonstrations. 


Instead of a constituent assembly 


previously promised by the revolu- 
tion council, it was decided to 
establish an appointed "national 
advisory council" in which various 
organizations and p r o f e s s i o n s 
would be represented. 


This development came shortly 


after the army rushed tanks and 
steel-helmeted troops into Cairo to 
preserve order after demonstra- 
tors attacked and beat Egypt's 
chief justice. 


An army officer told newsmen 


he justice, Abdel Razzak Sanhouri, 
lad drawn a pistol and killed two 
demonstrators, but ?. photographer 
who arrived during the' attack said 


were wounded and no one was 


killed. 


The" outbreak came while Naguib, 


who collapsed for a time this morn- 
ng, engaged in crucial conversa- 
tions with cabinet

U. S. government's position 
on keeping Indochina out of 
Communist hands and hold- 
ing the door against seating 
of Red China in the United 
Nations is up for restatement 
tonight, reportedly in tough 
terms. 


The spokesman is Secretary of 


State Dulles. He will talk to the 
Overseas Press Club in New York, 
and to the nation by ABC radio 
and Du Mont television. 


The broadcast is scheduled for 


8 p.m. CST. 


The administration has been fo- 


cussing emphasis on this speech, 
which Dulles and President Eisen- 
hower went over together in a 
long White House conference.

whole series of declarations with- 
in the past few days, from admin- 
istration sources and others, has 
led up to it.

The United States is interested 


in 
maintaining stiff 
resistance 


against any deals on Indochina 
with which the Reds might try to 
tempt the French, some of wnom 
are visably wearying of the seven- 
year war. The Reds would be in 
position to spring such offeis at 
the April 26 Far East conference 
in Geneva to be attended by rep- 
resentatives of the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Russia and 
Red China.

White House 
Picketed by 
ILA Workers 


Ask Audience With 
President Over 
Strike Settlement 


WASHINGTON UP)—A po- 


lice-estimated crowd of 1,000 
longshoremen 
picketed 
the 


White House today in an ef- 
fort to speed up settlement of 
the New York dock strike, 
but ended their marching at 
midday. 


The pickets, carrying flags and 


banners, 
remained orderly and 


quiet as they paraded in front of 
the White House throughout the 
morning. Just as quietly, they piled 
into buses and cars shoitly after 
noon to return to their homes in 
the New York-New Jersey area. 


Some of the marchers sent a re- 


quest into the White House for an 
audience with President Eisenhow- 
er, but a guard brought back word 
that the President's time was all 
taken up today and he would be 
unable to see the men. They ac- 
cepted the situation without pro- 
test. 


Another delegation c a l l e d on 


Chairman Guy Farmer of the na- 
tional labor relations board and 
was told the board would act as 
promptly as possible to settle a 
dispute over union representation. 
The board has a hearing scheduled 
in the matter Tuesday. 


There was no picketing of the 


board's offices, as reportedly had 
been planned. 


The men represent the old Inter- 


national 
Longshoremen's 
Assn., 


which apparently won a board-sup- 
ervised election just before Christ- 
mas for the right to represent the 
dock workers. A board examiner 
recommended that the election be 
voided, on the ground that the ILA 
was responsible for violence and 
intimidation which he said 
vented a fair test at the polls.

McCarthy-Army Hearing 
Lacks Special Counsel 


WASHINGTON tf»—A senate investigation of charges hurled by Sen. 


McCarthy (R-Wis) and high army officials was still stalled today by 
failure to obtain a satisfactory special counsel. 


Sen. Mundt (R-SD), who tempo- 


rarily has replaced McCarthy as 
chairman of the senate investiga- 
tions subcommittee while it makes 
the probe, said he did not see how 
public hearings could start before 
next week. 


With Sens. McClellan (D-Ark) 


and Jackson 
(D-Wash), he has 


been sounding out various pros* 
pects for the counsel's job. 


Devote* Issue to Senator 


With the probe hanging fire, the 


Progressive magazine, founded by 
the late Sen. Robert M. Lafollette, 
Sr., in 1909 and published in Madi- 
son, Win., announced it had devot- 
ed its April issue to a study of Me- 
Carthy. 


In a news release, the magazine 


said the "comprehensive, careful- 
y documented study" cam* to the 
conclusion that "this man who has 
mad* anti-communism Ma politi- 
cal career has contributed danger- 
ously to strengthening the Commu- 
nist cause." 


ajwwa a copy of the 


magazine, said he had no com- 
ment. 


The row being investigated by 


the subcommittee he heads cen- 
ters around an army report declar- 
ing that McCarthy and Roy M. 
Conn, chief counsel of the subcom- 
mittee, tried to pressure the army 
into giving special treatment to G. 
David Schine, a former unpaid 
subcommittee consultant drafted as 
a private last November. 


Counter Charges 


McCarthy and Conn not only dis- 


puted it but countered with the 
charge that Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. Stevens and the army's 
counselor, John G. Adams, had at- 
tempted to use Schine as a ••hos- 
tage" to "blackmail" them into 
halting a probe of what the senator 
has called "coddling" of .Commu- 
nists in the army.

Mundt said that even though the 


subcommitte* Investigation of these- 
charges has b*en delayed, "I 
think we ought to finish this job 
before we have any other hear- 
ings."

Special Warning 


The U. S. weathei- bureau, in a 


special snow warning, said four to 
eight inches of snow would fall 
over most of the northern half of 
Illinois this afternoon and tonight 
and would increase the hazardous 
condition of the roads. 


The weathermen also predicted 


snow for the Dixon area Tuesday 
night, and temperatures were ex- 
pected to stay below the freezing 
mark through Wednesday morning. 


The snow brought an unexpected 


vacation for Grand Detour school 
pupils. Classes were suspended to- 
day because of the bad .weather 
conditions. 


The snow, caused by a mass of 


Arctic air, ranged from light to 
eight inches in other parts of the 
Midwest, extending into Iowa. Ne- 
braska, Wyoming and Colorado. 


Wind-driven snow harassed Chi- 


cago residents during the morning 
rush hour with slick under-footing 
and slow transportation. 


The cold air moved as far south 


as Dalhart, Tex., which reported 
15 degree temperatures. 


In central Illinois, Decatur en- 


joyed 73 degrees Sunday, the 
warmest day since last fall, but it 
dropped to 30 today, after hail and 
rain.

U.S. Perplexed Over 
Telling About H-Bomb 


Dilemma: How to Tell Reds 
Enough to Deter War Aims 


By ELTON C. FAY 


AP Military Affairs Reporter 
WASHINGTON (* —The United 


States is tangled in .the problem 
of keeping its military secrets 
while at the same time letting 
Russia learn enough about Amer- 
ican armament to deter her from 
trying war. 


This perplexity is involved in 


part in the current discussion over 
how much should be revealed of- 
ficially about the 
thermonuclear 


bomb tests. 


How do you convince the Soviet 


government and its military high 
command that war wouldn't pay 
off, without ^Iso telling too much 
detail about the nature and size 
of the force ready to hit them if 
they make the gamble? 


Want Facts 


Moscow officials are realists, 


never ready to accept unofficial 
accounts, demanding solid techni- 
cal facts before they can be con- 
vinced. They want to know, and 
unfortunately have been able in 
the past to get, the range and rate 
of climb of new planes; the se- 
crets of the implosion process for 
triggering nuclear bombs; precise 
information on the type and intens- 
ity of light and the size and dura- 
tion of the fireball in 
various 


atomic explosions to provide iden- 
tification of explosive 
materials 


used. 


Knowing that helps the Russians 


make their own weapons. It also 
could help convince them that they 
are, at a given time, too far be- 
hind in the technological race to 
try war. 


But if at any time or for any 


reason Soviet technicians decide 
they are even or ahead the deter- 
rent value may be weakened, al- 
though it is possible they still 
might be reluctant to undertake a 
punishing war. 


Invited To Tests 


In 1946, when there still lingered 


som« touches to the old wartime 
spirit of alliance and the deterrent 
policy was unplanned, the United 
States invited Russian observers to 
its Bikini atomic bomb tests. They 
have seen no American tests since, 
except possibly through a peris- 
scope. 


But in recent months, as Amer- 


ican atomic power .has expanded 
by leaps and bounds, there have 
been suggestions that it might be 
well for foreign observers to have 
a refresher course, to convince 
everyone, friends and 
potential 


enemies, that here indeed is a de- 
terrent. 


Russia may learn some details 


bpcause the U. S. government 
new feels compelled to tell its own 
citizens, for civil defense purposes, 
what to expect in an H-bomb ex- 
plosion. The decision has been

It expressed the belief that Joe Meek would be the best 
candidate! and one who could defeat Sen. Paul Douglas, the Demo- 
cratic incumbent, thin fall. Sunday, the Chicago Tribune also en- 
domed Candidate Me*k. The text of the Tribune's supporting edi- 
torial is as follow*: 


It seems to us that when the strengths and weaknesses 


of the candidates have been balanced off, Joe Meek emerges 
as the best. 


Meek wins no bauty prizes and no oratorical awards. If 


you take him, it has to be for plain speech and straightfor- 
ward character because these are his stock in trade. He 
knows politics but has not been contaminated or soured by 
it.

My grandmother was born in 


Scotland, but when I was a small 
girl, lived near us in New York 
State.

He is tired of suffering; terribly 


tired of it, but just can't Mem to 
disentangle it from the uintlinesa 
with which it was associated for 
him years and years ago. 


We have to take care what ideas 


we connect together for our chil. 
drcn. 


Suppose I lie to my boring neigh- 


bor? What happens to the child 
who hears me say what isn't so? 
Well, he begins to "associate." I 
get connected with lying.

St. Louis patrolman goes on trial 
in Federal District Court here to- 
day on a charge of lying about 
handling the Greenlease ransom, 
more than half of which is still 
missing. 


Selection of a jury to hear the 


perjury case involving the sus- 
pended patrolman, Elmer Dolan, 
was the first order of business. 


A grand jury, investigating the 


disappearance 
of $303,720 of the 


$600,000 ransom, charged Dolan 
with giving "untrue and false" 
testimony in connection with two 
suitcases 
into a police station 


where they took Carl Austin Hall 
after arresting him in a St. Louis 
apartment last October. 


Both Executed 


Hall and his accomplice, Mrs. 


Bonnie Brown Heady, were exe- 
cuted Dec. 17 for the kidnap-slay- 
ing of 6-year-old Bobby Green- 
lease, son of multi-millionaire auto 
dealer Robert Greenlease of Kan- 
sas City. 


Dolan testified it was only a 


matter of minutes after Hall was 
taken into the station by Shoulders 
that he went in with one suitcase. 
He said that Shoulders took the 
other. 


The g r a n d 
jury indictment 


charged the suitcases "were not 
taken into the police station at 
the time and in the manner al- 
leged" by Dolan. 


In a confession read in U. S. 


District Court here before his exe- 
cution, Hall said "neither the mon- 
ey nor the suitcases were brought 
to the station with me." 


Saw No Suitcases 


Several witnesses who were at 


the police station testified before 
the grand jury they saw no suit- 
cases brought into the station with 
flail. 


Hall's confession said he had 


nearly all of the S600.000 ransom 
in two suitcases and a brief case 
at the time of his arrest. 


Shoulders has said publicly he 


gave one of the suitcases to John 
Hager to carry out to _ a police 
car. Hager, a St. Louis cab driver, 
was credited by Shoulders with 
providing a tip which helped lead 
to the arrest of Hall. 


Both Shoulders and Dolan have 


'denied any knowledge of the miss- 
ing ransom money.

Israelis 
Attack 
Jordan 


JERUSALEM, Jordan Section (T) 


—A Jordan spokesman charged to- 
day that Israel had launched an 
organized attack at midnight on a 
Jordan village two miles west of 
Bethlehem. First reports Said nine 
Arab troops were killed and 16 
wounded. 
' The spokesman, Maj. Moham- 
med Izhaq, senior Jordan military 
delegate to the U. N. Mixed Ar- 
mistice Commission, said the Is- 
raelis also demolished some houses 
then withdrew to Israel after an 
hour. 


Izhaq said the attack was made 


on the village of Nahalin in the 
section of Palestine occupied by 
Jordan since the 1948 war with 
Israel.

Freight Cars 
Plunge Into 
Puget Sound 
Eight Cars, Engine 
Dive as Trestle Is 
Weakened by Fire 


STEILACOOM, Wash. <* — In 


what the engineer called "30 sec- 
onds of hell," eight units of a 73- 
car Union Pacific Railroad freight 
train plunged through a burning 
trestle into Puget Sound here Sun- 
day. 


The only casualty was L. R. 


Pearson, a brakeman who suf- 
fered minor burns (about the eyes 
as he braved flames to save three 
carloads of bellowing cattle. 


Union Pacific officials placed 


damage to the trestle and to the 
cars at more than $300,000. 


Engineer William Boyce said he 


was highballing along the water 
side track toward Seattle, some 45 
miles to the north, when he round' 
ed a curve and saw flames billow- 
ing from the trestle. 


He applied the air brakes, but 


the i.eavily laden train couldn't 
be slopped before the three diesel 
units and 19 cars ploughed through 
the flames. The next eight cars 
dropped through to the water as 
the trestle gave wa>. Four cars 
burned. 


The destroyed cars carried wax, 


tires, refrigerators and shoes. The 
cause of the fire was not deter- 
mined.
